$20,430.10; clearing timber from the 
banks, $690; attorney's fees, $600; 
court c o s ts and advertising, 
$150; 
engineering 
and 
superintendency, 
$500; cost of viewers’ report, $803; 
damages 
payable to A. B. Denning, 
$100. 


If the viewers accept the report, it 
i- likely that they will advertise for 
bidders and die improvement will lie 
started this fall and as much of it 
completed a s the weather will permit 
It is explained that this is the best

The president came ashore in

submarine chaser which took him off 
the Mayflower, anchored iii the bay. 
Senator Lodge and members of re­ 
ception committee greeted the presi­

shore fired a 21 gun salute. 


Thirty school children from

Redford, Ala--., of immigrant p ar­ 
entage, received certificates of s c h o l ­ 
arship from the preside tit on tin* ’der.

parade through the village. 


Harding’s speech follows;
